dlntely after coming from the field 
and could therefore withstand freezing 
and thawing without Injury. The aver- 
age germination of seed corn through- 
out the state for 1009-10 as shown by 
these samples Is or>.0 per cent. The 
average stand secured from this corn 
was 50.5 per cent. 

Seed corn dried with artificial heat 
In well ventilated rooms during the 
first two or three weeks after picking 
gives the highest germination, an av- 
erago of 01.0 per cent for the two 
yeais. Next to this Is corn cured In 
furnace rooms with open windows 
where the heat was applied Immediate- 
ly after bringing the corn from the 
tleljl. Well ventilated rooms and gar- 
rets with more than one window gave 
germinations of 80.6 per cent and 84.5 
per cent respectively. Corn cijred un- 
d(?r porches protected from rains gave 
TO per cent; corn In burns, tool bouses, 
etc., 09 per cent. 

The granary has proved a snare and 
delusion to many a farmer who thinks 
this Is a good place fur drying seed 
corn. The moisture from the grain In 
granaries, like the moisture from ani- 
mals 111 barns, enters the cells of the 
corn, and the freezing weather wlflch 
follows destroys Its vitality. Wlnd- 
nillls and the outside of buildings and 
corncrlhs proved tho poorest phic«s to 
cure seed corn. 

Ill this study of seed curing much 
corn was found which was destroyed 
by lying lii piles or standing In sacks 
for a short time after husking. The 
only safe way of curing seed corn Is 
therefore to place the com iuimcdlately 
after picking In a well ventilated room 
and apply artificial heat for from one 
to three weeks. 

The grading of tho seed, the calibra- 
tion of the planter and the weather 
and soil at planting time are, of course, 
other factors which have their liitlu- 
ence. The greatest variation, a dif- 
ference of i;< per cent. Is found In tho 
case of corn stored In granaries. The 
average germination of all kinds of 
com for 1909-10 Is 113.9 per cent, and 
the average stand Is 59.5 per cent, a 
very close parallel. 

The metlKHls fur securing good seed 
corn and obtaining a good stand are, 
briefly, using a high yielding variety 
sufficiently early to mature In tlic lo- 
cality where grown; selecting only 
well ripened, perfect ears from vigor- 
ous stalks before the entire field Is 
ripe; storing each ear separately; dry- 
ing with artificial heat In a well ven- 
tilated room Immediately after pick- 
ing; testing each ear for germination; 
grading the seed and calibrating the 
planter to suit each grade of corn; 
growing seed corn from well selected 
seed In seed plots where barren stalks 
may bo femovod. 

The spacing of rows and hills of com 
and the number of kernels per hill 
vary with latitude and soil fertility and 
tho variety. Tho 'richer the soil the 
closer can the com be planted. 

Special emphasis has > been placed 
upon harrowing com several times 
soon after planting and In cultivating 
com with single horae cultivators, 
when the corn Is

FARMERS’ CORN TESTS.

T he purpose of the farmers' corn 
tests Is to emphasize the Im- 
portance of pri)i)or curing, stor- 
age and planting of good seed 
corn and tho value of using high yield- 
ing varieties. This was accomplished 
by germination and growing tests on 
the demonstration farms of each farm- 
er's corn, showing the great losses sus- 
tained by farmers with present prac- 
tices. Samples of fanners' sued corn 
us planted by them wore secured from 
twenty-five farmers surronnding each 
demonstration farm. Each car of this 
was tested for germination and a rec- 
ord kept of the same ot tho station at 
Madison. One hundred and fifty ker- 
nels of each farmer's corn were plant- 
ed In duplicate rows In dirfcrent parts 
of one of the demonstration fields. 

The land was carefully selected so 
as to be uniform In fertility and drain- 
age and ns free ns t>osslble from animal 
and Insect enemies. The corn was 
planted after May 15 to avoid cold 
rains and packed soils. Tho exact 
stand was determined from tho mim- 
ber of stalks aiipcarlng from the 150 
(cernels plantetl, and Inter the yield of 
each man's corn was secured. Samples 
of station bred, kiln dried corn were 
planted beside tho farmers' corn and 
were taken as standards for compari- 
son. 

Considering the relative yielding 
power of dlfTerent varieties. Farmer A. 
at Oshkosh found that bis sample, a 
mixture of flint and dent, with a stand 
of 87 per cent, gave n yield of 27.0 
bushels per acre, while his neighbor's 
Golden Glow corn, with a stand of 91

The effect of storage of seed corn 
was strikingly lllustralcd by two sam- 
ples of Silver King corn grown side by 
side at Oshkosh. Farmer ll.'s Silver 
King corn, field ciiml aud stored on 
the outside of a pump huuso, gave a 
•tnud of 110 |>er ceut ami it yield of 
forty-one bushels jier acre. A fire 
dried sample of Silver King from the 
■tntiun grown next to It, with a slniid 
of 90 tier cent, gave a yield of 85.7 
bushels per acre. Farmer II. lost forty- 
four bushels, or $'J2 per acre— lii other 
words, he secured only half a crop be- 
cause of i>oor care of himhI. 

' One bushel of corn will plant six 
acres. For every bushel of this corn 
that Farmer U. iisml he sulTered a loss 
on six acres of $KI'J. Had Farmer It. 
cured and storeil Iho five bushels of 
teed corn uscil by him In 19<K) nceord- 
lug to the liest metliml bo would liuro 
Increased his tmurne from this thirty 
ocrcs by $000. This sum therefore rep- 
resents tho value to him of curing live 
buahels of seed com, or a value of $132 
per bushel. 

Considering tlio averago results of 
the five best and fire poorest mtmph's, 
we find lluit the five lio.st samples uv- 
sragnl 78.3 biistielN, or $39.15 per acre, 
while the five iHxiresl samples llrc^ 
ageil 39.7 bushels, or $19.85. 'The aver- 
age loss sustaliiiHl by eiieli of Ihc farm- 
ers using t|ic five poorest samples was 
therefore $19.30 jier aerw 

Thu lowest gormliiatloii, per cent, 
was that of corn stnmlliig In shoek 
during tho whiter. This did not dry 
out well In the fall. The cells of this 
corn wore tlieroforo subject to froiueut 
freezing and llmwliig wbtio distended 
with water. As a result of this many 
of the cells burst, thus killing the germ 
and lowering the germimillon It Is 
noticeable that fire dfled-corn did ant 
suffer so imu-li, nor corn cuied In well 
vcntllaiud garrets or risims hi bouses, 
th# germlnntloii of the former being 90 
per cent.

It requires not a prephet nor 
the son of a prophet to correctly | 
anticipate and foretell what cer- 
tain men will do under certain 
conditions.

Why did the plague disappear from | 
England? asks the Pall-Mall Gazette. -1 
Mr. Pernard Shaw Incidentally asks 
this deeply Interesting question In a 
1 letter to the Nation, and we cannot 
I say that we are satlsfled with his an- 
j swer. He says he “knows" that 
plague has been "extirpated” by "com- j 
I inon sanitation.” Until the recent 
; sporadic Imported cases, the last re- 
I corded cases of plague In England 
I occurred at Nottingham In 16G7. In ^ 
! that year plague vanished utterly from 
I England for two and a half centuries. 

I No one who has examined the records- 
I of the seventeenth century can be- 
i lleve that It was “extirpated” by sanl- 
I tatlon. Very gradually In the suc- 
I cecdlng century and a half plague 
I withdrew from Europe also. The date 
I of Its disappearance from Constantl- 
I nople has been fixed at'" about the 
I year 1S41. it remained endemic only 
I la a few lonely places In the world, 
such as the highlands of western 
I Arabia, Yunnan In China, and Mepo- 
i potamla. Sanitation, though an ex- 
cellent palliative, certainly never 
drove the plague from Stamboul and 
Cairo and Ihe southeni Mediterra- 
nean, any more than It did from Eng- 
land. The shrinkage of plague Is as 
great a mystery as the recent fresh 
outburst which Is infecting the whole 
world. Perhaps the explanation Is 
, I that In a few years bacteria may go 
through the myriad transforming proc- 
’ esses of evolution which In the case 
of humanity take eons to complete.

The legislative council of British ^ 
East Africa Is expected to adopt a

have Ignored Ilona, which have been 
regarded aa vermin. Now, however. 
It la proposed to limit each holder of 
a big game shooting license to four 
lions. The other day a game ranger 
who Is said to bo familiar with all 
the conditions In British East Africa 
expressed the opinion th^ the propo- 
sal would do very little, if carried Into 
effect, to prevent the extermination of 
lions In certain parts of the protector- 
ate. “They are being exterminated,” 
he said, "by the advance of civiliza- 
tion.

The office of public roads of the , 
department of agrlniUnre has been | 
making experiments on nn elght-mlle 
stretch of road In Virginia to demon- 
strate the roRUlta (bat may be ob- 
tained on country earth roads by con- 
tinuous work under a patrol system. 
A patrolman was employed to furnish 
a horse, a cart and small tools, and 
be was supplied with a road drag 
built of plank and required to fur- 
nish two horaea to drug the road when- 
ever It was In suitable condition for 
dragging, usually following each rain. 

The use of the road drag baa great 
ly Improved the dally oonilltlon of the 
road and rendered It amooth and com- 
fortable for travel for a greatly In- 
creased number of days In bad weath- 
er. The department expects to con- 
tinue the experiment this year, for It 
Is already apparent that the entire 
fight miles of road will show remark 
able Improvement under the system- 
atic work of the patrolman.
